Cross is being held on a preliminary charge 
of first-degree murder after Sunday’s attacks.

A doctor and his 14-year-old grandson were 
killed in the parking lot at the Jewish Com- 
munity Center of Greater Kansas City and a 
woman was killed a short time later in a park- 
ing lot at Village Shalom, a nearby community 
for seniors, police said. 

The Southern Poverty Law Center, which 
tracks hate groups, identified Cross as an 
avowed white supremacist who also used the 
name Frazier Glenn Miller. The center said 
Cross was the former grand dragon of the 
Carolina Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, which 
he founded and ran in the 1980s before being 
sued by the law center for operating an illegal 
paramilitary organization and using intimida- 
tion tactics against African Americans. 

Once the target of a national manhunt, he 
served three years in federal prison after be- 
ing indicted on weapons charges and for plot- 
ting robberies and the assassination of Morris 
Dees, founder of the Poverty Center. As part

Klan leaders in a 1988 sedition trial. 

On Monday, a black sheriff’s SUV was 
parked in front of Cross’ home on a remote 
farm road in Aurora. The ranch house is sur- 
rounded by fields and pastures where cattle 
were grazing. Two black labs were running 
free in the yard, the garage door was open, a 
Confederate flag was in the corner. Neighbors 
had different views of the suspect. 

“He’s quite notorious around here,” said 
farmer Jack Ebert, who said he lives down the 
road from the man he knew as Miller. “He was 
very racist. I never had any contact with the 
man, but I know people who have. He didn’t 


like anyone who wasn’t like him. He was par- 
ticularly racist against blacks, but it doesn’t 
surprise me that he attacked a Jewish center. 
It fits in with his mentality.” 

Mitzi Owens said she had visited with 
Cross often when he came into the pharmacy 
where she works in Aurora. 

“He was just as pleasant and nice as he 
could be,” she said. “Nothing political. Well, 
he talked alot about Obamacare, but the ‘Heil 
Hitler’ stuff was not the man I talked to.” 

But, she said, she didn’t want to sound like 
she was defending him. “I can’t imagine hav- 
ing that kind of hate in your heart.”

A few days after his wedding in July, Scott 
Hoyer was back behind the bar. Between 
flicks of the wrist at the tap, he was collect- 
ing tips from patrons who ranged from row- 
dy cowboys to jocks to raging punk rockers. 
Each of them slung an empty Budweiser glass 
back for another, each of which Hoyer ex- 
pertly caught and refilled. 

He did this for more than four hours with- 
out a break, until his wife returned from shop- 
ping and told him to walk away. 

He did so happily. His eyes were growing 
tired of staring at the Tapper arcade machine 
at Emporium Arcade Bar, where he’d just 
shattered the previous high score by a few 
million points. It didn’t matter that he wasn’t 
actually tending bar, but rather hitting but- 
tons and pulling levers on the 1983 classic ar- 
cade game; he was exhausted. He entered his 
initials onto the screen, HOY, and alerted bar 
owner Danny Marks, who manages Empo- 
rium with his brother, Doug. 

Hoyer’s name was restored to Emporium’s 
chalkboard list of high scorers, which hangs 
prominently above the bar, and no one has 
come close to topping him since. 

“It’s a Chicago thing,” he said, adding he 
visits the bar about twice a week. “You have 
a bar that you’re a regular at. [Emporium] is 
mine. No other bar has my name ona sign.” 

Hoyer is just one childhood gamer sucked 
back into the hobby by the Chicago arcade 
bar scene, which will be growing even bigger 
this year. For some, the beer on tap at bar- 
cades like Headquarters, Emporium and Lo- 
gan Hardware is the draw. For others, it’s just 
casual gameplay, or the lure of a growing list 
of tournament-style pinball and arcade game 
events. But for those like Hoyer, whose names 
are displayed as the best-of-the-best at their 
game of choice, it’s all about chasing a new 
high score. 

“It’s stupid and mundane and monoto- 
nous,” Hoyer said of Tapper, which he remem- 
bers playing as a kid when his older brother 
would reluctantly bring him along to an ar- 
cade in the suburbs. “But for some reason, I 
love playing that game.” 

Being enshrined on Emporium’s score- 
board—for however long the 2,235,750 high 
score lasts—has its perks. But so does hang- 
ing out in the bar. Most staff members know 
Scott Hoyer at him by name; no longer is he just “Tapper 

Emporium guy” to them. Ona recent Monday afternoon,

Before his 31st birthday, Jason Wu had dressed 
a first lady for a presidential inaugural ball not 
once but twice, making him the youngest de- 
signer to have a gown displayed in “The First 
Ladies” exhibit at the Smithsonian’s National 
Museum of American History. 

In donating the first gown to the Smithso- 
nian in 2010, first lady Michelle Obama de- 
scribed Wu's early childhood in Taiwan and 
education in the United States. Not long ago, 
she said, Wu was just an aspiring designer, 
sketching bridal shop displays at age 5 and mak- 
ing clothes for collectible dolls at 16. 

Now, she said, he is living the American 
Dream. 

There’s been no rude awakening. Wu's cli- 
ent list includes Kerry Washington, who wore 
a violet Jason Wu gown to this year’s Academy 
Awards. 


Last February, with Gwyneth Paltrow look 
ing on, Wu staged his debut runway show as 
artistic director for Hugo Boss women’s wear, 
a title he added last summer. 

He maintains his namesake line too, which 
brought him to the Art Institute of Chicago 
last month for an event with Saks Gives, the 
charitable arm of Saks Fifth Avenue. 

Before the show, Wu talked about success, 
inspiration and his favorite restaurant in Chi- 
cago. Here’s an edited transcript. 


Any favorite spots on your Chicago 

itinerary? 

I love Blackbird, the restaurant. I go every 
time I come. I have my cousins here and a 
couple friends too. I left an open itinerary, 
which is kind of liberating, because I don’t 
have those. I’m planned out till October this 
year; it’s kind of, like, insane. One of the things 


I really want to do is look at the exhibits here. 
I’ve only been in the museum once. The Mod- 
ern Wing is gorgeous. 


Does art inspire your work? 

As a designer, you want to look at things out- 
side of your immediate field for inspiration.
